Rational  Improvement, 

An  association  having  for  its  object 
the  cultivation  and  quickening  of  a 
spirit  of  progressive  improvement  in 
the  town  jvhere  it  is  instituted  will 
not  make  headway  with  a  multiplicity 
i  >f  ir*  ms  iu  the  firer  at  one  time.  The 
Bloomfield  Improvement  Association, 
rnrrving  <>n  a  work  of  physical  reform 
in  the  toAnship,  such  as  trimming 
trees,  securing  electric  hght,  and  de- 
manthng  jfotxl  roods  and  sidewalks, 
meets  with  encouragement  and  ap¬ 
proval.  The  same  association,  how¬ 
ever,  viewetl  as  a  moral  reform  insti¬ 
tution  will  bo  fought  shy  of  by  the 
couservatiijp  tax  paying  element  of 
the  town.  Pessimistic  harangues 
^  alniut  the  Mown  going  to  the  dogs  on 
aocoucft  of  jits  saloons  grow  wearisome. 
A  brief  co  isideration  of  the  facts  in 
the  matte-  ought  to  convince  any 
rational  ji  jrsuii  that  all  such  talk  is 
simply  the  “wild  vaporings  of  feeble 
minds.’’  We  venture  to  say  that 
HTuomfiel'l  for  good  cause  expends  as 
little  money  for  police  service  as  any 
other  town  of  its  magnitude  in  the 
State..  This  is  owing  to  the  simple 
fact  that  there  is  not  that  degree  of 
lawlessness*  in  the  town  requiring  a 
heavier  expenditure.  While  it  may 
be  argued  that  lawlessness  is  on  the 
increase,  it  Will  he  found  that  it  is  not 
in  excess  compared  with  the  increase 
in  population.  We  are  told  that  we 
are  bolting  the  age  iu  this  respect 
Wo  should  have,  a  “jail”  ami  a  “uni¬ 
formed  ponce.”  Our  town  has  l*een 
, I iibbed  “slow,”  but  our  citizens  have 
not  Wen  slow  to  act  when  occasion 
requires  action.  And  so  it  will  doubt¬ 
less  be  with  the  saloon  question ;  but 
it  will,  be  done  through  proper  chan¬ 
nels.  3 

Let  tin*  association  bend  its  energies 
to  the' work  of  physically  improving 
the  town,  And  not  expend  its  force  in 
proclaiming  to  the  world  at  large  that 
\\e  dwell  in  a  latter-day  Sodom  or 
(Wmormh.^  That  is  not  the  way  to- 
improve  this  town.  The  field  is  broad 
for  legitimate  and  reasonable  agita¬ 
tion.  Blocjm field  will  sow*  l>e  called 
n  to  look  elsewhere  for  a  water  sup¬ 
ply  ;  the  sewerge  problem  is  rapidly 
Wing  thrust  on  the  people ;  free  pos¬ 
tal  delivery  would  prove  a  valuable 
acquisitiou'to  our  public  conveniences. 
These  matters  are  jtlLalirecUV  in  the 
line  of  work  expected  from  an  Msocia- 
tiou  such  as  the  Bloomfield  Improve¬ 
ment  Association  is'rcgarded  to  be.

Even  the  fiercest  fanatics  of  frec- 
dom  believed,  when  they  were  clamoring,  like 
to  Alarat,  for  utoro  beads,  positively  insatiable  of 
bkxxl,  that  they  were  purifying  and  strength¬ 
ening  Franco.  J 

No  nation  is  or  can  bo  more  patriotic; 
when  the  French  are  tigerishly  fastening  on 
ono  another’s  throats,  as  in  1793  and  1S71,  the 
deadly  adversaries  are  impelled  by  what  they 
‘pace  t  consider  jiafriotism.  .  French  jjatriotism  may 
bo  but  the  reflex  of  tfie  national  egotism,  the 
combined  vanity  of  tlio  Gallic  race;  it  is,  at 
ony  rate,  a  prodigious  force  iu  the  state. 
The  French  often  appear  almost  unique. 
Perhaps  Voltaire  was  right  iu  saying,  '-There 
are  tw  *  kinds  of  nature,  human  nature  and 
French  nature.”  When  Napoleon  once  blamed 
Fouche,  then  minister  of  police,  for  not  pre¬ 
paring  a  warm  public  reception  for  him,  the 
latter  replied.  ’  In  spite  of  the  fusion  of  the 
Franks  with  the  Gauls,  we  are  still  the  same 
people— unable  to  tolerate  either  liberty  or 
oppression.”  Tho  crafty  and  perfidious  min¬ 
ister  was  not  very  wido  of  tho  truth. 

Notwithstanding  the  violent  prejudice  ’ 
against  Louis,  many  of  his  judges,  the  Giron-  , 
dists  notably,  doubtless  tried  to  bo  fair,  acted 
conscientiously.  The  vote  indicates  this.  Of 
tho  749  members  of  tho  convention,  3S7  were 
unreservedly  for  death;  324  for  detention, 
banishment  or  execution  under  certain  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  twenty-eight  were  absent. 
Louis  was,  as  has  been  said,  in  no  wise  quali¬ 
fied  for  a  sovereign,  least  of  all  at  such  a 
time  and  iu  such  a  stress.  There  was  noth¬ 
ing  royal  in  liis  person,  manners  or  habits, 
j  Ho  was  not  French  in  character ;  consequent¬ 
ly,  his  subjects  never  understood  and  never 
liked  him.  lie  was  German  in  mind  and 
temperament,  having  inherited  these  from 
1  his  mother,  Maria  Josopha,  daughter  of  Au- 
!  gust  us,  elector  of  Saxony  and  king  of  Poland. 
He  was  really  foreign  to  his  native  land 
and  always  remained  so.  Essentially  a 
burgher  in  disposition,  he  became  nothing 
else.  **  Simple,  taciturn,  mechanical,  honest, 
virtuous,  domestic,  he  was  scarcely  an  agree¬ 
able  husband  or  a  genial  father. 

Having  married  Marie  Antoinette  at  1G,  to 
j  whom  ho  w,is  r.o  nnjre  adapted  than  she  was 
to  him — she  was  only  15  at  the  time — his  prin¬ 
cipal  pleasure  was  in  hunting  and  eating, 
oBen  falling  asleep  at  table,  while  his  young 
and  rather  frivolous  i\  it  >  went  in  pursuit  of 
livelier  company.  The  match  was  made,  in
